Pride of the Lehigh Valley was 


formed in 1993 by a small group of concerned Lehigh Valley citizens, 
who were inspired after attending a Washington D C. civil rights 
march. The motivation behind starting this group was to provide a 
much-needed positive & welcoming space for local gays and lesbians. 
Their initial goal was to hold a "Pride Festival" with the hopes of 
increasing tolerance & acceptance of gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender (GLBT) people everywhere. 


Since its formation, Pride of the Lehigh Valley has held 7 annual Pride 
Festivals, 2 annual Pride Parades, and an annual film festival. It has 
hosted dances, concerts, photo exhibits, plays as well as many other 
educational and cultural events ALL showcasing and celebrating the 
talents of GLBT people both in the Lehigh Valley area and beyond. 

Pride of LV also serves the community in many other capacities. It 
functions as a valuable resource to the community by providing a safe 
space for GLBT people to learn about GLBT-friendly organizations 
and businesses—through their annual printed "PrideGuide", their 
website and email announcements, at the festival itself, as well as at 
other events. 

Pride of LV’s mission is the advancement of GLBT rights and pride 
through community outreach, to be achieved through events and 
activities aimed at: 

1. raising community awareness and understanding by 
increasing the positive visibility of GLBT people 
throughout the Lehigh Valley. 

2. celebrating the contributions of GLBT persons in art, 
music, literature, film, religion, education, history, 
family life, sports and community activities. 

3 . promoting community resources available to GLBT 
people in the Lehigh Valley. 

4. celebrating the diversity and encouraging unity with¬ 
in the GLBT community. 

5. creating a positive atmosphere in which people will 
be encouraged to "come out" so each person may 
realize their full potential as a GLBT person.

League of Gay and Lesbian Voters 

The League is the nonpartisan statewide advocacy 
organization for the Pennsylvania’s lesbian, gay and bisexual 
(lesbigay) community started in 1987. The League 
established a lesbigay presence in Pennsylvania’s General Assembly, and has 
lobbied state legislators and senators on issues such as hate crimes, same-sex 
marriage and workplace discrimination. We have also fended off hostile legislation 
and helped pass local nondiscrimination and domestic partnership laws. 

The League publishes the well respected Voters’ Guide, which provides 
comprehensive, non-biased information about candidates running for office in 
Pennsylvania.

Gay and Lesbian Voters Political 
Action Committee (PAC) 

The PAC, established in 1999, promotes candidates for 
office who support fair and equal treatment for all 
people regardless of sexual orientation, and helps prevent those hostile towards 
our community from being elected. The PAC contributes to pro-lesbigay 
candidates or sometimes to candidates running against anti-lesbigay candidates, 
supplies volunteers to those same campaigns, and is currently seeking viable 
candidates to challenge hostile incumbent legislators.

PRIDE: WHY DO WE BOTHER?* People have 

asked me why the gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender (GLBT) community feels 
the need to put on a “pride" festival. They wanted to know why we have to put 
ourselves on display year after year? They want to know, “What is the point?” 

Many people new to this community or outside of it may not appreciate the 
purpose behind these celebrations. Because many of us can be “invisible”, 
these events are our opportunity to display our diversity, to show the public & 
each other who we are. They provide an occasion to acknowledge our achieve¬ 
ments, take a look at how far we have come, & plan for the work 
that is yet to be done. They are a chance to learn about the 
resources in our community & meet other GLBT & GLBT— 
supportive people & organizations who are doing something pos¬ 
itive in our own neighborhoods. It is our chance to say that we are 
proud of who we are & we will not accept a second-class status 
in the world. We have come a long way since the 1969 uprising at 
the Stonewall Inn, but we have not yet achieved full equality. 

It is hard to fully comprehend the power & importance of 
From a political standpoint, this visibility is crucial because there are still 
elected officials who think they have no gay constituents. Our visibility is also 
a powerful weapon against those who would prefer that we remain hidden & 
from those who would commit hate crimes. 

For many people, pride is the only time of the year they can show off their 
rainbows or display public affection & feel safe. Until GLBT Americans can be 
open & honest about who they are and still feel safe at home, work & the com¬ 
munity at large, pride celebrations are still vital & relevant. 

Besides all of the “larger” reasons for celebrating your pride, one of the 
most valuable is the good feeling that comes with it. It is a chance for renew¬ 
al & reinvigoration, and the chance to feel open & free. Enjoy this year’s cel¬ 
ebration to its fullest, and take from it the energy to hold your head high with 
a new spirit. 

Please remember that June is “Pride Month”, but your pride in who you are 
should remain with you throughout the year. Pride of the Lehigh Valley is 
active year-round & we welcome anyone that wants to become involved. 

Now go out there & show off your pride!

This experimental music video politicizes 
the homoeroticism of African-American 
men. With images—sensual, sexual & defi¬ 
ant—& words intended to provoke, Anthem 
reasserts the "self-evident right" to life & 
liberty in an era of pervasive anti-gay, anti- 
Black backlash & hysterical cultural 
repression. 

Coming to Terms (2001) Canada 

French and English Language, English subtitles 

Alone in his college dormroom, a young 
man struggles with his family's reaction 
when he is pressured into coming out to 
them over the telephone. Damian sinks into 
depression as he realizes that both he and 
his family have an arduous journey ahead if 
they are to heal old wounds and come to 
terms with his sexuality. 

Forever Bottom (1999) 

A humorous and clever look at the stigma 
attached to being on the receiving end in 
gay male relationships. The Director 
(Hoang) embraces the desires of full, unre¬ 
pentant bottomhood, showing the inde¬ 
pendence and gratification of being the 
bottom.

SON, a modern blend of psychedelic 
Rock & Blues. 

After Mojoson dissolved, he formed The Todd Wolfe Blues 
Project, which was born during the downtime from Sheryl Crow 
tours. They are an edgy, adventurous, boundary-pushing trio who 
mix original material with Howlin' Wolf, Buddy Guy, Otis Rush & 
Robert Johnson chestnuts. Todd's blues project consist of such 
luminaries as Eric Massimino (the Fireants) on bass, Paul Unsworth 
(Peter Karp's Roadshow) on drums & most recently, Steve 
Pozzelanti on drums & are occasionally joined by Mike Lattrell (Popa 
Chubby) on keyboards. They recorded their well-received, "Live 
from Manny's Carwash" CD when hosting the renowned blues jam 
at NY's premier blues club, Manny's Carwash, for several years 
before its closing.
